Each issue, Hit Parader journeys 
back in time with a rock and roll 
celebrity to learn about his forma- 
tive years. This month’s time trav- 
eler is Mr. Big’s Eric Martin. 


he last time we tried to con Eric 

Martin into doing an interview, he 
claimed that Mr. Big bandmate Billy 
Sheehan was the better man for the job, 
since he’s the expert storyteller of the 
group. But ask Eric about his roots, and 
he'll talk your ear off! 

“Where shall | begin?” the raspy vocal- 
ist ponders. “Well, | was born a poor, 
black child... (laughs) | was conceived in 
Queens, New York. My dad was in the 
army and we just went everywhere - 
Southeast Asia, Germany, Italy. | went to 
elementary and junior high school there. 
| felt like | went through the eighth 
grade about ten times ‘cause when 
you're in Europe and you go to school 
and you go back to America they go 
‘O.K. You're in the eighth grade now.’ 
But it's like ‘No! I've already done the 
eighth grade.’ | sound like an over 
achiever!” 

Oh, but he is, at least where music's 
concerned. From the time he could hold 
a pair of drumsticks in his hands, Eric's 
dad taught him how to play. “He was a 
drummer for some popular ‘40s swing 
band. | also got my comedic attitude 
from my dad. He's a professional lamp- 
shade-on-your-head kind of guy. He's 
like Frank Sinatra, Sammy Davis, Jr., Tony 
Bennett and Jerry Lewis all rolled into 
one,” he admits. “My mom was in choirs 
and glee clubs. We're like the Von Trapp 
family from The Sound of Music. We're 
all pretty musically oriented.” 

It sounds like life was just perfect in the 
Martin household, but you can’t judge a 
book by it’s cover. There's more to this 
story. Eric’s parents split up when he was 
young, and it took its toll on Eric. Yet 
out of those bad times came something 
good. “Maybe music was like an escape 
for me back then,” he recalls. “We had 
an old broken down piano in our garage 
and when my mother and father were 
fighting or things were just getting weird 
in the house, I'd go ‘Forget this!’ and 
storm out into the garage. So | taught 
myself how to play piano. It was like 
soothing the savage beast.” 

But that didn’t last too long. Although 
Eric found solace in music, he also found 
life on the wild side to be equally as 
pleasurable. Perhaps he was trying to get 
attention, or perhaps he was going 
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through that normal rebellious stage. 
Whatever it was, it landed Eric in juvenile 
hall. “Yeah. | used to be a little shit. | 
was a trouble maker, but | was more like 
a professional accessory to the crime. | 
was the lookout guy,” explains Eric. 
“There was this one time that me and 
my friends went to break into a house 
and all we did was drink this guy’s liquor 
out of his bar. When everybody heard 
the cops come, they left, but | was too 
drunk to run! So | took the rap for that 
and | went to juvenile hall for a month. 
After that | was like ‘criminal life is not 
for me." 

Music was more Eric's forte. He was 
much better at it and he'd had a lot 
more experience. He was barely in his 
teens when he first began performing at 
clubs in Italy. It was there that his tastes 


changed from bubble gum pop music to ~ 


the mature, soulful sounds of R & B. It 
wasn’t until he returned to the states, 


Eric blames a lot of that on the fact 
that he didn’t devote much time to writ- 
ing back then, a skill even he admits 
needed perfecting. “! used to sing songs 
out of a nursery rhyme book,” Eric 
recalls with a bit of embarrassment. “I'd 
just kind of make up my own music to 
the words of this Mother Goose book. | 
wouldn’t really consider that writing a 
song. | consider that ripping something 
off! (laughs) Can you picture it? Mother 
Goose sues Eric Martin! 

“The first song | ever wrote was real 
goofy. | remember it was called ‘Smile.’ 
At the time, | was in the tenth grade and 
| thought ‘Yeah, this is gonna be a big 
one.’ It was like ‘You smile when you're 
happy. You smile when you're sad. You 
smile when you're a father and your son 
calls you ‘Dad.’ It was so dumb!” 

Obviously, Eric's songwriting has great- 
ly improved. In fact, he and his Mr. Big 
cohorts, Sheehan, Pat Torppey and Paul 
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ric Martin: “| sound like an over achiever.” 


that Eric discovered rock 
soon as | came to California it was like 
boom - Led Zeppelin, Grand Funk,” he 
says. “But | also had this strong Wilson 
Pickett, Marvin Gaye, Sam Cooke back- 
ground.” Eric's first record deal found 
him back into the Top 40 scene, with 
the Eric Martin Band’s Sucker For A 
Pretty Face album. With lots of airplay 
and national exposure on Dick Clark's 
American Bandstand, it looked like this 
would be the break Eric dreamed of, yet 
Sucker didn’t sell as well as he'd hoped. 
He then recorded two solo efforts that 
brought him back to his R & B roots, and 
those too, although critically acclaimed, 
never made it on the charts.

For Eric, it's been a 
long time coming. “| used to make jokes 
in the paper and say | was on the Golden 
Gate Bridge ready to jump off, but | 
would never go to that extreme. That's 
kind of ridiculous,” he says. “! could 
have quit a long time ago, | could have 
said ‘Forget this. I’m not making it.’ But | 
did hang in there and people do remem- 
ber me.

Metallica’s James Hetfield: 
“You've got

hen she’s on stage, anyone with 

eyes can see that Lita Ford enjoys 
being a woman. She gets a kick out of 
putting on low cut tops with frilly lace, 
and pants with the rear cut out of them. 
She likes playing with the emotions of 
the guys who line up in front of the 
stage drooling over every movement 
made by metal’s reigning queen. She 
knows that rock and roll is a sexist busi- 
ness, but her biggest kick is turning the 
tables on those who've made women 
the victims all these years. Make no mis- 
take about it; Lita Ford ain’t no victim! 

“I've always said that when I’m on 
stage, I'm in control,” she said in her tiny 
dressing room. “Maybe it’s the only time 
in my life when | am in total control, and 
| like it. | do get off on the looks | get 
from the guys. But more than anything 
else, | get off on plugging in my guitar 
and kicking some ass!" 

Certainly Lita has been kicking plenty 
of butts as she’s toured the country in 
support of her latest LP, Dangerous 
Curves. This time, however, she can see 
the reaction on every face in the place. 
She's playing clubs and loving it, steam- 
ing up those small places with her fren- 
zied solos, burning riffs and killer songs. 
It hasn‘t been the easiest tour for Lita 
logistically - with the need to often cover 
hundreds of miles a night between 
shows- but once she’s gotten to where 
she’s supposed to be, lovely Lita’s been 
taking no prisoners. 

"It's been a tough tour because of the 
travel," she said. “There's been a lot of 
long bus rides, and a lot of sleepless 
nights. I've had to miss a couple of 
shows because | haven't felt that well 
because of not getting enough rest. But 
I've gone through this before. The high 
you get on stage is worth the price 
you've got to pay.” 

Hitting the stage decked out in a black 
leather jacket, which contrasted dramati- 
cally to her bright yellow guitar, Ford and 
band (guitarist Joe Taylor, keyboardist 
David Ezrin, drummer Jimmy DeGrasso 
and bassist Tommy Carradonna) 
launched into a tight, seamless ninety 
minute set that mixed long-time Ford 
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favorites like Close My Eyes Forever and 
Back To The Cave with new hits like 
Touch Of Poison, Each song was high- 
lighted by both Lita’s sexy stage gyra- 
tions and her amazingly adroit fretwork. 

“| don’t think I’ve ever gotten enough 
credit as a guitarist,” she said, “| know 
I'm good. That's what | still get the 
biggest kick from. | enjoy singing, and | 
like writing and recording, but getting 
on stage with my guitar is still the ulti- 
mate for me.” 

While her guitar playing was unques- 
tionably the evening's highlight, Ford’s 
vocal delivery was a major surprise for all 
present. Having renounced alcohol, her 
voice possessed a strength and flexibility 
she had never shown on stage before. 
She obviously knew that she was sound- 
ing good, for she seemed to pour her 
heart and soul into every note she sang. 


“My voice has been strong most of the 
time,” she said. “But when | haven't felt 
well, it's suffered too, But it's hard to be 
on the road, especially in the winter, and 
not come down with a few little prob- 
lems.” 

Backstage after the show, the normally 
lighthearted Lita seemed a little more 
reserved and private than usual. A 
spokesperson said that she once again 
wasn't feeling that well, her health hav- 
ing forced her to cancel an all-important 
visit to MTV earlier in the day. But just 
then Lita appeared, a big smile on her 
face, to meet and greet her fans. 

“All | needed was a few minutes to get 
myself together,” she said. “Hey, one of 
the reasons | wanted to play clubs this 
time was to hang out with the people 
after the show. I’m not gonna miss that 
chance.”

ing. Rock and roll has yield- 
ed Kiss co-founders Gene 
Simmons and Paul Stanley a 
plush $50 million lifestyle. 
But be advised, despite all 
their achievements, they are 
still down-to-earth guys. All 
the fame and glory hasn‘t 
gone to their heads; at least 
not yet. 

“Everybody wants to leave 
a mark. | always saw myself 
as somebody capable of 
doing something different,” 
notes Paul, “but | don't really 
see us as historical figures. If 
somebody sees us that way, 
it's great. | don’t even think 
about it because | can’t take 
it seriously.” 

Kiss, (current lineup con- 
sisting of bassist Simmons, 
guitarist Stanley, guitarist 
Bruce Kulick and new drum- 
mer Eric Singer) are about to 
embark on tour to support 
their latest album, Revenge. 
Yes, it's a great disc, definite- 
ly ranking high on the list of 
all-time Kiss albums. But per- 
haps what's most poignant 
about Revenge is the 
album’‘s dedication. 
Revenge acknowledges the 
contributions of departed 
drummer Eric Carr. 

With a band that’s made a 
half-dozen lineup changes 
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living in this part of the world. 
According to Gene, whose a whiz with 
facts and figures, “We've got a lot more 
albums if you're in Europe, because 
we've had Some compilation records, 
some ‘best of’ solo records, and Killers 
which is a record of new material that 
never came out in America.” 

“If you go to Zambia, it’s our first 
album,” chuckles Paul. 

“Quit bragging,” offers Bruce. 
“Anyway, besides albums, there are hun- 
dreds of bootlegs.” 

“Incidentally,” says Gene citing an 
opportunity, “if some kind of fan out 
there would like to send us a full set of 
Kiss bootlegs, I'd very much appreciate it. 
The Japanese brought out a fan club bul- 
letin, a big thick 150 page thing, that lists 
every song we ever wrote and there are 
pages and pages of every single bootleg 
record that I've ever seen, really remark- 
able stuff, none of which | have, of 


course.” 

Think about how many people have 
listened to those albums and bootlegs. 
How many people have seen Kiss in con- 
cert over their nineteen years of touring. 
Imagine the range and expanse of the 
Kiss Army and how many people have 
been touched by Kiss’ experience. 

“It's interesting how some of the new 
groups are so into Kiss,” confirms Bruce. 
“Take Skid Row. | remember the first 
promo picture | saw of Skid Row, there 
was a Kiss shirt on one of the guys. Every 
act that we take out on the road tells us 
about the influence Kiss has had on 
them. For some of these kids, the first 
concert that they saw was Kiss in make- 
up and they're not forgetting about it.” 

Kiss’ motives for initially playing rock 
were not the music or the bright lights or 
the big bucks. Gene, of course, got into 
rock and roll for the pure and simple pur- 
pose of getting laid. 


The Kiss front line: Kulick, Simmons & Stanley. 
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“Sex and music are the same thing,” 
he states. “Any musician who tells you 
he's got some socially significant lyrics to 
pass on to the masses, well the truth as 
he sees it, is full of shit. The idea is to get 
laid, like all healthy young boys.” 

Three-thousand-fourhundred women 
and two children later, Gene is still enrap- 
tured with the rock and roll lifestyle. And 
recent events have put Kiss’ power and 
glory into a clear view of their raison 
d'etre. 

“After we did the Hot In The Shade 
tour we realized our own history and had 
a renewed sense of it,” relates Paul. 
“When you go out on stage and do 23 
songs and everybody knows every one of 
them, you understand. That turned the 
mirror on us so we could look at our- 
selves and say here's real history that’s 
worth not only pursuing but taking a big 
step further.” 
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TROUBLE IN PARADISE 


illiam Shakespeare, the 
VYVfirmerst Bard, once asked 

the question, “To be or not 
to be?” Bret Michaels, vocalist for the 
slightly less immortal Poison, finds 
himself asking a very similar question 
these days. As has been reported 
over and over again during the last 
six months, Poison has some major 
questions to answer regarding their 
continued existence. Is guitarist C.C. 
DeVille still in the band? If he’s not, 
who's going to replace him? Has a 
feud now erupted between drummer 
Rikki Rockett and the remainder of 
the band? Did vocalist Bret Michaels 
alienate his bandmates by undertak- 
ing a solo tour (along with girlfriend 


Suzie Hatton) late last year? The 


questions are many- the answers 
have been few, so with that in mind 
we recently tracked down Michaels 
to try and get some answers about 
Poison’s future plans. 


Hit Parader: So much has been said 
about Poison's future over the last few 
months. What is really going on? 

Bret Michaels: It’s really hard to say at 
the moment. We hear ‘that C.C. has 
given some papers to the record label 
saying that he’s out of the band, but 
that's still news to us. I'm not saying that 
there haven‘t been some problems in the 
band, but | don’t think they're something 
we can't overcome. At the present time 
our plans are to take some time off and 
just get our heads together. That might 
take a few months, it might take a year, 
who knows? But Poison will definitely 
continue on. 


HP: In your heart of hearts, do you think 
C.C.'s decision to leave the band is final? 
BM: | would hope not, but | don’t know. 
C.C. is a guy who does what he wants, 
we've learned that the hard way at times 
over the years. He’s not an easy guy to 
figure out. But even when we're yelling 
at one another at the top of our lungs- 
and that did happen- it was only because 
we.cared so much about one another 
eng about the band. | think C.C. knows 
that. 


HP: Just for conversation’s sake, let’s say 
C.C. does leave. Where does Poison go 
from there? 

BM: | guess we'd go look for a new gui- 
tarist, but | don’t think it would be any- 
one famous. More than likely we’d want 
some young, hungry guy who has the 
same kind of outlook and determination 
we've always had. But | really hope it 
doesn’t come to that. 


HP: What about the stories that Rikki and

Bobby were also a little pissed about the 
way things were going in the band? 
BM: Once again, | think you've got a 
bunch of guys in Poison who really care a 
hell of a lot about the band. | don’t think 
there were any real problems, but when 
certain things were going on late last 
year, | think their interests went in some 
other directions, but that’s cool. Rikki has 
a clothing business he’s really into, and 
Bobby‘s got some outside interests too. 
That's cool; that was when | put together 
my own band and hit the road. 


HP: How did that solo tour go? 

BM: It was a lot of fun. | got the chance 
to play some songs that | love, and play 
in some places that we haven’t been able 
to play in Poison for the last few years. It 
really was fun. 


HP: You talk about taking some time off 
now. What are you gonna do with that 
free time? 

BM: | don’t know, You've got to realize 
that Poison’s been on the road for about 
six years straight. If we weren't touring 
we were either writing or recording. It's 
been pretty non-stop. That can burn 
anyone out. That's one of the reasons 
we recorded Swallow This Live. 
Releasing that gave us the chance to 
breathe. We had a new album out with 
some new songs, so that took the pres- 
sure off us for awhile while we got our 
heads straightened out. But one of the 
most important things I’m gonna do 
during this break is write some great 
songs. When Poison’s ready to get back 
in the studio, we're gonna have the best 
songs we've ever had, you can count on 
that. 


HP: How do you see Poison’s music 
evolving over the next few years? 

BM: | don’t think you can approach 
Poison’s music like that. We've always: 
just been the kind of band that we are- 
@ sum of all our influences. We've never 
followed trends, or tried to be hip. 
We've just played our music, and if peo- 
ple have liked it, they've bought it. | 
don’t think we're looking to change any- 
thing. I'm sure there will be some differ- 
ences in the future; we're growing up. 
Each album has been a step forward for 
us, and that's how it will continue to be 
in the future. 


HP: So is Bret Michaels happy in 1992? 

BM: Most of my life is great, it really is. 
People don’t think of people who are in 
bands like Poison as having the same 
problems they do- but we do. But I’m 
not complaining. There are some things 
I'd like to change, sure. But on the 
whole, I’m a very lucky, very happy guy. 
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Britny Fox, these Philadelphia-based 

rockers were in a state of turmoil. 
Lead vocalist “Dizzy” Dean Davidson had 
just split the scene, leaving guitarist 
Michael Kelly Smith, bassist Billy Childs 
and drummer Johnny Dee high and dry. 
It was a move that shocked the rock 
world. After all, the B.F. boys had sold 
over a million copies of their first two 
albums, Britny Fox and Boys In Heat, 
and their videos for such songs as Long 
Way To Love and Girlschool had become 
MTV staples. Yet there were problems 
within the band that were apparent to 
anyone who came in contact with Britny 
Fox; hey, Davidson didn’t earn the nick- 
name “Dizzy” because of his stable per- 
sonality. 


Te last time we checked in with 


“It wasn't that much of a shock to us,” 
Smith said. “Obviously we knew there 
were some problems. We knew that 
Dean wasn't particularly happy- and nei- 
ther were we. But Britny Fox was certain- 
ly more than Dean’s band. We knew we 
were going to be a very solid band with 
or without Dean. It was never a question 
of whether or not we were going to con- 
tinue. It was just a question of how and 
when we were going to find a good 
singer.” 

Almost immediately following 
Davidson's departure, the remaining 
band members put an ad in a national 
trade magazine, and started receiving 
demo tapes from singers across the 
nation. At first, the Britny brigade didn't 
know what to expect. Would they

receive ten tapes- or would they receive 
ten thousand? The answer was some- 
where in the middle; over 500 tapes 
were received over a period of two 
months. Then the arduous task of wad- 
ing through the imposing pile began. As 
Smith admits, some of those tapes were 
horrible- instant candidates for the rock 
and roll Hall Of Shame. Others were pret- 
ty good, even featuring vocalists who 
had recorded with other bands. But 
nothing struck the band as being the

right sound- the sound they were looking 
for to take Britny Fox back to the top. 
Then, just when they were getting more 
than a little discouraged, they put on a 
tape sent in by a then-unknown vocalist 
named Tommy Paris. Almost instantly, 
they sensed they had found their man. 
“We knew there was something special 
there the second we heard his voice," 
Smith said. “He wasn’t trying to sound 
like anyone else- he was just doing it his 
way. We got in touch with him, which 
wasn't easy considering that he lived in 
this tiny town in Northern California, and 
flew him out to meet us. Once we got 
together we gave him some songs we 
had been working on and asked him to 
write some lyrics. Once we heard what 
he had come up with- and the way he 
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could deliver them vocally, we knew we 
had found our man.” 

As soon as their new lineup was 
together, the band set about dealing 
with an equally important task- finding a 
new record label. Despite their previous 
successes, they felt a fresh start with a 
new label was needed. They quickly 
secured a deal with EastWest Records 
and headed into a secluded studio in the 
wilds of New Jersey to record their latest 
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LP, Bite Down Hard, While the new disc 
may lack the raw-boned intensity that 
marked their first two recording ven- 
tures, such tracks as Over And Out and 
Liar take the group to fresh and exciting 
music plateaus. This is hard-hitting, in- 
your-face rock and roll, just the kind of 
music the band wanted to begin a new 
chapter in the tale of Britny Fox.

Collen. After all, any band that can sell in 
excess of 20 million albums, and main- 
tain an amazingly clean-cut image 
despite deaths and dismemberments, 
certainly is something very unique. 

Today, however, a new era for Def 
Leppard is about to begin. It's been four 
long years since the release of their last 
album, Hysteria, just as a four year span 
separated that LP from its predecessor, 
Pyromania. Finally it seems that the 
band’s eagerly anticipated new collec- 
tion, which has been rumored to have 
taken over two years to record at a price 
of well over $1 million, is ready for public 
consumption. The question is, how will 
the rock world- which has seen an entire 
generation of new hard rock bands 
emerge during the Leps’ lengthy 
absence- take to the band’s return? 

“We can never take the fans for grant- 
ed, and we never have,” Elliott stated 
some time ago, "But we've got to work 
on our own schedule, to make ourselves 
happy." 

Of course, there were circumstances 
beyond the band's control that delayed 
the completion of their latest venture. 
Some 18 months ago, founding mem- 
ber, and lead guitarist, Steve Clark took 
his life after repeated battles with alco- 
holism. It was never a secret that Clark's 
extremely private personality made him 
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tremendously,” a source close to the 
group revealed. "They all knew Steve 
had problems, and they were hoping 
that he had conquered them. It seemed 
lke everything was going well, then 
BOOM! It really hit them out of the blue. 
Unfortunately, they already had experi- 
ence in dealing with this sort of thing, 
but | don’t know how much that helped 
in this case. Steve really was the heart

Indeed, Def Leppard has been forced 
to deal with tragedy before. In a haunt- 
ingly similar scenario, Richard Allen lost 
his arm in an auto accident at the time 
the band was recording Hysteria. The 
pain suffered by both Allen and his 
bandmates was immeasurable, but in the 
long run, his amazing recovery- being 
able to play drums throughout the 
band's historic world tour- gave Def 
Leppard a new sense of pride and 
power. They honestly believed that noth- 
ing worse than Allen's accident could 
ever befall them. They were wrong. 

It was certainly no secret that virtually 
all the members of Def Leppard had a 
fondness for alcohol. Perhaps it was 
being brought up in the English pubs,

Skid Row has been touring 
the world forthe pastsix months. How 
has it been going?

We 
did 8,000 in Helsinki, Finland, and 
12,000 in London and 16,000 in 
Birmingham and 40,000 in Tokyo. We're 
really happy because when we started 
this headline tour we knew it was a big 
gamble. | remember when | first played 
Slave To The Grind for people and they 
were saying “Dude, this is really heavy.” 
We knew it wasn’t a hit singles album. 
But we knew it was the album we want- 
ed to make. We wondered how the fans 
would react to it. But the fact that we 
sold 8,000 tickets in New Orleans almost 
immediately and we sold out Atlanta, 
and things are going great just about 
everywhere else, tells us that we did the 
tight thing.

We're gonna have 
concussion bombs and 40-foot fire 
columns comin’ out and burning their 
eyebrows. We're not trying to save on 
our expenses at all. We want every night 
to be a night to remember. We know 
that a lot of our fans haven't seen a pro- 
duction like that, and we want to give it 
to ‘em every night. 


HP: Youdidn’t play America for a period 
of six months after the album came out. 
Why? 

SB: Man, that’s right! We went from 
August until December without playing a 
show in America, | really. missed it, let me 
tell ya! It really bummed me out. My 
heart. will always be in a place like 
Maine! | love the small places that make 
America special. All the time we were 
away we were all really itching to get 
back to the land of Domino's Pizza. You 
just can't get that kind of service in 
Germany or England. 


HP; When you travel- especially to a 
place like Rio- do you get a chance to 
break away and really enjoy yourself? 

SB: It depends on what's going on in the 
city- sometimes | don’t want to get 
away. We are kept real busy between 
traveling and other responsibilities, but 
yeah, when there's something | want to 
see, like all the chicks with nothing on 
playing in the surf in Rio, you damn well 
know I find the time to check it out! 


HP: Is there anything that’s happened on 
tour that’s pissed you off?

with us for some of the dates. That 
would be just great. It would be real 
heavy. 


HP: So what frontiers remain to be con- 
quered by Skid Row? 

SB: Musically, we're doin’ exactly what 
we want. As far as touring goes there 
are still plenty of places | want to get to. 
There's been some talk of going to some 
out-of-the-way places’in the Orient- like 
Thailand. That would be cool. You can 
pick up hookers for a nickle there.

Elephant, the night before, "My head 
feels like someone's driving a nail 
through it," he 
sputtered before 
collapsing on a 
couch, Soon he was 
joined by bassist 
Skid, drummer Joey 
Gold and guitarist 
Jon £.

more noise when you came in with those 
girls last night?” an annoyed Love asked 
Pearl, “You woke up the entire hotel, 
and now they're gonna charge you dou- 
ble occupancy for having ‘em in your 
room all night.”

The proceedings soon moved to a local 
pea where between downing pints of 

lager beer, the band members started 
discussing the events that have recently 
transformed their lives. First these West 
Coast rockers had relocated to New York 
for four months to record their album, 
then it was back to L.A, in an attempt to 
survive until record sales started putting 
some cash in their pockets. After all, as 
the boys were quick to explain, if you're 
gonna hang in less-than-opulent sur~ 
roundings, better to do it in La La Land 
than on the mean streets of the Big 
Apple. 

"Man, we had some very strange 
things happen to us in New York,” Skid 
explained. “We recorded the album. 
there, and let's just say that we have a 
real talent for getting ourselves in trou- 
ble- nothing serious, but things that 
were a lot of fun. But now we're back in 
LA., yet because we're on the road all 
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Love/Hate. 

"In Newcastle, which is. an English sub- 
urb, there Is this guy who looks just like 
Quasimodo, and he comes to all our in- 
stores," Pearl related, “Everyone says 
he's harmless, but he always has these 
pictures of me, and when he shows ‘em 
to me he's pot this little smile on his 
face. | keep thinking he's like Ted Bundy, 
and he’s stalking this band, Then, one 
day our road manager actually let him 
into our room in the hotel. | walk in and 
there’s Quasimodo, with his pictures.

We Go Backstage With Eddie & The Band.

STAGE ONE: THE QUEST BEGINS 

There are few things more frustrating for 
a rock journalist than to be really excited to 
interview a particular band, only to be 
denied access by a publicist’s red tape. In 
the case of Van Halen, the specific road 
block was, “They only do press when 
they're guaranteed a cover.” 

“Well, | can’t choose the covers,” | per- 
sisted, “But I've been a huge fan of this 
band since it’s inception, and | can promise 
you they'll look like The Second Coming by 
the time I'm through with them.” It was 
my best pitch, 

“Sorry,” came the unconvincing reply. 

“Well, listen, my editor wants a story on 
Van Halen. | happen to have a laminated 
backstage pass for the Meadowlands 
show. And if you refuse me an interview, | 
suppose I'll just have to sniff around for 
whatever crumbs on the floor | can scrape 
together.” 

“Exactly what does that mean?” said the 
now nervous voice, 

“Only that | intend to do my job, just as 
you are doing yours,” | replied. 

eae said the receiver from the other 
end. 

“Never having been the shy, retiring 
type, | decided on a new approach. This 
time | called the West Coast publicist. 
When the woman heard my name, she 
paused knowingly. 

“Yes, | heard from my East Coast affiliate 
that you might be calling. | hear you plan 
to amet Van Halen backstage Thursday 
night.” 

| tried not to laugh, “I beg your par- 
don?” 

"You, apparently, threatened to 
approach the band members after the 
show for an interview,” she challenged. 


STAGE TWO: THE CONCERT 

The tickets say Alice In Chains goes on at 
8:00, so | leave Manhattan for the 35 
minute drive. Traffic is backed up at the 
Lincoln Tunnel and | arrive at 8:30. By the 
‘time | circle the entire building and locate 
the correct gate holding my ticket and 
pass, it's 8:45 and | can already hear that 
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bands in the world is rocking out, and this 
guy is so out of it, he doesn't even know 
what songs they've played.” 

| turned my focus to the stage, and it felt 


like a warm hug from an old friend. Eddie 


Van Halen was soloing uncontrollably 
while Sammy Hagar leapt from one side to 
the other. Michael Anthony and Alex Van 
Halen pounded out the groove, to set the 
rowdy atmosphere. It was pure pleasure 
for the next two hours, as the band tore 
through such faves as Panama, Love Walks 
Inand Jump. 

As the four band members took their 
final bow, Sammy bid the audience good 
night with a sincere “God bless you, and 
be careful driving home out there. If any- 
thing happened to one of you all, we'd feel 
just terrible. Good night and thank you!” 


STAGE THREE: THE GREAT SEARCH 
FOR THE DRESSING ROOM 

After waiting ten minutes for most of the 
crowd to thin out, | began walking down, 
the aisle toward the side of the stage. A 
clueless security guard points behind me to 
the rear of the auditorium, “All backstage 
passes through there.” He looks like the 
missing link. “Gee, thanks Tarzan,” | 
think. 

| finally reach into my purse and pull out 
my prized possession, my own personal 
Van Halen laminated pass. The shiny 
turquoise background has a silver 
embossed VH logo above the words “For 
Unlawful Carnal Knowledge.” | carefully 
hang it from a blue lanyard around my 
neck, cautiously looking out for bandits 
seeking to rob me of my trophy. “This says 
“Access All Areas’ and I'd like to go to the 
band’s dressing room,” | announce to a 
security guard. His critical eye falls upon 
my pass, verifying its authenticity, With a 
small shrug, he swings the heavy doors 
open and I'm in! 

My boots echo like a horse’s hoofs down, 
the long white corridor. My hands are 
starting to sweat, so | take a few deep 
breaths and remind myself that these are 
‘only human beings, like myself. After all, 
just because half an hour ago | watched 


Eddie Van Halen turn his guitar into a mira- 
cle-producing instrument-of-God, that 
doesn’t mean | have to be impressed or 
anything. “|! am a kamikaze rock journal- 
ist,” | tell myself, My hands are steady by 
the time | reach the Mystery Door.

Eddie is nowhere to be found . 

! turn to my left just in time to see him 
approaching. Eddie saunters across the 
room, cigarette hanging loosely from his 
lips, hair shrouding most of his face. 

| introduce myself, and tell him what a 
great show he'd put on. “How many mil- 
lions of times must he have heard that 
before?” | wonder. He mumbles a shy, 
“Thanks” before turning his attention to 
the men standing with me, most notably 
tennis star John McEnroe. 

Eddie and John launch into a conversa- 
tion about transportation arrangements 
back to the City, John lights a cigarette. 

“Let's all pile into one limo,” suggests 
the tennis star, 

“Not with Sammy. He won't allow 
smoke in the same car with him,” replies 
the rock star. 

“| can crack the window..." John coun- 
ters. Eddie just smiles and shakes his 
head. He's obviously had this conversation 
with others before. 

“Sammy won't do it.” 

John acquiesces to not smoke for the 
ride back to the Central Park South Hotel. 
He and Eddie seem to be pretty good 
friends. They hang out together the rest of 
the time. 

Just before it is time to go, Sammy walks 
in the room from the band’s private dress- 
ing area. He carries a bouquet of three 
long-stemmed roses that a fan had tossed 
up on stage earlier. He walks up to me. 

“I've been looking all night for a real lady 
to give these to,” he flirts innocently, hand- 
ing me the flowers,

Seattle Grunge Masters Hit The Heights With Badmotorfinger. 


t's been called “grunge”. But don’t 
call it that in front of Soundgarden, 
the four man metal ensemble that has 
been putting the rock world on its collec- 
tive ear for the last four years. What 
grunge is isn’t easy to explai "s just 
part of the moody, atmospheric, intense 
sound that vocalist Chris Cornell, gui- 
tarist Kim Thayil, drummer Matt 
Cameron and new bassist Hunter “Ben” 
Shepherd have created. But it’s also a 
somewhat limiting term, a catch-all for 
those who can't relate to the broad 
musical expanse this Seattle unit has uti- 
lized so brilliantly on their two major 
label releases, 1989's Louder Than 
Love (which was nominated for a 
Grammy), and their current 
smash, Badmotorfinger. 
“We're a very honest 
band,” Cornell said. 
“That's the only way 
Soundgarden can exist. 
Our music isn’t that easy 
to digest the first time ts 
you hear it. You've got 
to go back and listen to > 
it a few times before : 
you really appreciate 
what's going on. But a 
lot of my favorite rock 
has always been that 
way. | think when 
people have a little 
trouble relating to 
what we're doing 
they try to classify it- 
they try to make it 
easier to deal with. | 
just don’t think that 
works with 
Soundgarden.” 

It really is quite 
amazing the 
degree of fan and 
media ruckus that 
Soundgarden has 
created over the 
last few years. 
Back home in 
Seattle, the band 
was one of the 
pioneers of that 
city’s hard rock 
movement, a 
scene that has 
subsequently 
yielded such 
acts as Mud- 
honey, Pearl && 
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Chris Cornell: 


Jam and Nirvana. At first, they couldn’t 
even catch the attention of a major label, 
releasing their first LP, Ultramega OK, on 
Seattle's own SST label back in 1987. But 
then their live shows started drawing com- 
parisons to Led Zeppelin (mostly due to 
Cornell's Plantesque stage stance and the 
band’s diverse musical attack) and the 
majors started to take notice. While some 
critics questioned the band’s long-term 
commercial appeal, no one who heard ‘em 
doubted that Soundgarden had some- 
thing mighty interesting to say. 

“We could have signed with a big 
label before we recorded Ultramega 
OK,” Cornell said, “But we knew

what we were doing. A lot of our friends 
thought we were out of our minds to 
turn our backs on the big labels, but we 
wanted to make the album we wanted, 
and at that time we didn’t think we 
could do that if we were signed to a 
major label. By the time we got around 
to making Louder Than Love we had 
the artistic control we wanted,” 

Almost as soon as Louder Than Love 
was released, a small but ever-growing 
legion of Soundgarden fans were pro- 
nouncing the band as the group des- 
tined to lead metal kicking and scream- 
ing into the ‘90s. 
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While the album began a long, slow, 
but steady climb up the sales charts, the 
group hit the tour trail, covering the 
world alongside such compatriots as 
Faith No More and Danzig. As more and 
more fans jumped on the Soundgarden 
bandwagon, the group quickly emerged 
as a critical favorite, being hailed far- 
and-wide as one of metal’s most inven- 
tive new units. At a time when hair 
mousse, eyeliner and a power ballad had 
become virtual necessities, Soundgarden 
quite simply showed there was another 
path to success. 

“Coming from Seattle, rather than a 
place like’ L.A. has played a major part in 
what this band is,” Cornell said. “Seattle 
has always been a metal town, all the 
way back to Hendrix in the late ‘60s. It 
didn’t start with what's become known 
recently as The Seattle Sound. The bands 

here just tend to lean: towards a

certain sound, it’s just part of living here. 
Once everything got rolling, all the bands 
started to influence one another. This 
whole thing has gotten caught up in a 
lot of hype; it’s almost got a life of its 
own.” 

The success of Louder Than Love 
was the catalyst that brought that 
Seattle Sound to full public awareness. 
Glowing reviews in the international 
press catapulted Soundgarden to a level 
where their debut disc was nominated 
for a Grammy Award in the “Metal” cat- 
egory- an unprecedented event for a 
debut act. But all that attention has done 
little to move this outfit from the musical 
path they chose to follow long before 
they found themselves in the spotlight. 
Certainly on Badmotorfinger the band 
has taken the next evolutionary step in 
their artistic development. From the 
powerful opener Rusty Cage through the 


controversial first single, Jesus Christ 
Pose, Soundgarden have proven that all 
the attention heaped upon them has 
been well merited. 

“We wanted to loosen up a bit on this 
record,” Cornell said. “It seemed like the 
best way to do that would be to use the 
same producer (Terry Date) with whom 
we worked on the last album. We're 
familiar with him and he's familiar with 
us. All that work had already been done 
and we could just get down to making 
the record we wanted to make. We 
cover a lot of different styles on this 
album- which is exactly what we wanted) 
to do. Slaves And Bulldozers is the kind 
of heavy thing a lot of people expect 
from us, but then there's Jesus Christ 
Pose which tells why I’m so irritated by 
the exploitation of Jesus On The Cross. 
We recorded an album that we liked- 
that it's pleasing the fans and the critics 
is almost a bonus.” 
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Slik Toxik hail from Canada; Toronto to be exact. They think they've got 
something special to offer the metal masses, and judging by the material 
contained on their debut EP, Smooth And Deadly, they may be right. 
This is metal that jumps out of your stereo speakers to grab you by the 
throat. No, it’s not that you haven’t heard the kind of stuff presented by 
vocalist Nick Walsh, guitarists Rob Bruce and Kevin Gale, bassist Pat 
Howarth and drummer Neil Busby before. It’s just that these guys present 
their heavy riffs and flying leads with an intensity and energy that'll con- 
vince you that their music is something brand new, and that is half the 
game... isn’t it? 

“We want to be part of the rock and roll sound of the ‘90s," Walsh 
said. “We want to make our mark on the map; and not just in Canada or 
America, but all over the world.” 

Slik Toxik began in late 1988 when the band’s core musicians Walsh, 
Bruce and Gale hooked up with lyricist Dave Mercel. Soon the band’s 
other members were found, and the group set out on a lengthy quest to 
“write the best songs we could.” Not being in a media center like New 
York or Los Angeles allowed the band to develop at their own speed, not 
rushing to compete in an overly-competetive market. Sure, it took over 
three years for the band’s first recording to emerge, but as can be judged 
fom the raucous power of Riff Raff, Mass Confusion and Rachel's 

reathing, the group's patience has been well rewarded. Now the band 

yas set their sights on completing their debut album, Doin’ The Nasty, 
‘which should be out later this year. 

"The EP is kind of a warm up,” Walsh said. “Now with the album we'll 
teally be able to stretch out and show what we can do. | know we're fi 
gonna enjoy it, and we hope the fans do too.” 


Love On Ice like to view their music as “quirky hard rock.” That makes sense when one understands the “quirky” nature of the 
band’s members, vocalist/guitarist Dan Krueger, guitarist Dirk Sullivan, bassist Brent Williams and drummer Stan Robinson. This is 
a band that doesn’t mind placing a violin amidst the metal mashings of Self In Blue or throwing in a jazz riff or two to highlight 
the hard rockin’ intensity of Gone Away. |s all this quirkiness merely a gimmick to attract attention... a cry to stand out from the 
crowd? After hearing the band talk about it, one would be hard pressed to think so. 

“This band is not a concept,” Krueger said. “We're not searching for a sound. We just don’t want to be bored. There's nothing 
worse than always knowing what the next verse of a song is going to be.” 

Sometimes it seems that not only can’t the listener know what direction this band is headed next, but that the members them- 
selves might not be so sure. Mixing Krueger's classically trained talents with the other guy's varied musical interests, this Portland- 
based unit may well emerge as one of the most talked about new acts of the year. They're playing music that’s taking hard rock 
to its next evolutionary step. One can only hope that the rock masses are ready. 

“Everything we do in this band just flows,” Sullivan said. “We're not trying to complicate or confuse. But on the other hand, 
doing mainstream music isn’t pleasing to us. It’s not our music.”

Sure, a few years ago 
one could probably present a pretty 
good thumbnail description of 
Vince's interests; that infamous troi- 
ka of sex, drugs and rock and roll. 
But today, as the Motley men begin 
their second Decade Of Decadence, 
his interests have expanded to 
encompass his young family and his 
hobbies, flying and auto racing. 
Recently we sat down with the ever- 
enthusiastic Mr. Neil to discuss his 
non-Motley diversions in this 
month's edition of the Hobby 
Shop. 


Hit Parader: So what do you do 
when you've got a few free minutes 
away from Motley Crue? 
Vince Neil: Actually, I've got quite a 
few hobbies; flying helicopters, play- 
ing golf and racing cars, | guess golf 
is nearest to my heart at the 
moment, but my handicap is still 
fluctuating.

VN: Yeah, they do. Nikki (Sixx) com- 
plains about it all the time. He's very 
anti-helicopter, | can understand his 
feelings when you realize that the 
helicopter we had in our Same Old 
Situation video was the exact same 
one that crashed when Stevie Ray 
Vaughan was killed, But we've been 
around helicopters so much over the 
years, that | began to wonder what 
each of the controls and buttons do. 
It was just a natural curiosity. So the 
next step for me was starting to take 
lessons, 


HP: So far you've discussed very 
active hobbies, but do you have any 
quieter around-the-house interests? 
VN: Having a kid is my around-the- 
house hobby. When you've got a 
baby, that takes up a lot of your 
time. Nikki and | both take our kids 
on the road, I’m just making sure 
that Nikki's son is keeping his hands 
off my little girl. It's amazing how 
much time | spend with my family 
now, it’s really cool. 


HP: When you take your family on 
the road with you do you find that 
your attitude changes, You can’t be 
as wild as you used to be! 

VN: No, and that's fine, Our attitude 
is that having families haven't 
changed great bands like the Stones 
and Aerosmith, so why should it 
change us? Having a family gives 
you a reason to go home at night. 
There were times when we didn’t 
want to go home. There was noth- 
ing there for me. Now there is, 
Thankfully my wife is as crazy as | 
am, so it’s not that much of a 
change after dealing with the guys 


all day. 


HP: We've kind of skipped over your 
interest in cars. Why are you so fasci- 
nated with speed? 

VN: It's just my personality, | guess. 
Me and Tommy are both really into 
it. We're gonna be on the Indy car 
circuit next year. We'll be racing 
“lights” and we're taking it very seri- 
ously. We've done 150 miles per 
hour in those. Then we hop in our 
Testarossas, and it's very tempting to 
just slam the pedal to the floor in 
that too, But you've got to be care- 
ful. We used to think we could out- 
tun the cops, but we learned that 
you can't outrun one of their radios. 


HP: Do you collect cars? 

VN: | have some, but I’m not really a

HP: So Vince Neil isn’t exactly the 
rock and roll wildman anymore, 
huh?

VINCE NEIL 
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Haunted Garage, Possession Park 

It seems that the human animal is read- 
ily drawn to the weird, wonderful and 
bizarre. Whether it be a bearded, double-

jointed, seven foot lady at a traveling car- 
nival or the splatter-punk Antarctic extrav- 
aganza of a group like Gwar, the more 
strange and outlandish the object of 
curiosity, the more it sticks out like a pen- 
guin with a Mohawk and the more atten- 
tion it attracts. Haunted Garage thrusts its 
putrescence into the land of the bizarre 
with punk/hardcore/thrash mish-mosh of 
their debut Possession Park. Drummer 
Stiff Slug, bassist King Dinosaur, guitarist 
Johnny Ho and lead guitarist/transvestite 
Gaby Godhead make lots of noise while 
vocalist Dukey Flyswater bellows and 
screeches about his pet brain in a jar, 
named Fred, It’s all good, nasty, slimy fun 
until you realize that this bearded lady is 
nothing more than a one-dimensional 
cardboard cut-out. There’s something 
Missing to this roadside horror show. Sure, 
tunes like Little Green Men and 976-KiLL 
are fun and energetic and their version of 
Hokey Pokey is hilarious, but it needs 
something special to make Possession 
Park worth the price of admission. 


Skin Yard, 1000 Smiling Knuckles 

You can tell that these guys are from 
the Seattle scene—they sound like every 
other grunge rock band to come from 
the area. It’s utterly disappointing since 
their last effort, Fist Sized Chunks, 
showed some promise. The moody, 
tetro-grunge material was satisfying and 
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somewhat original. Their latest release, 
however, entitled 1000 Smiling Knuck- 
les, sounds like second-hand Soundgar- 
den and Mother Love Bone and when 
they don't sound like those two bands, 
like on Psychoriflepowerhypnotized, they 
sound like fellow Space Needle grungers 
Mudhoney. To be fair, the first two 
songs on the album, the title track and 
River Throat, are noteworthy, capturing 
the attention through a pulsating bass 
line and raw sexual energy, but every- 
thing goes downhill after that. If you 
really dig grunge and have the extra loot 
to spend, you may want to check them 
out, although it would be more gratify- 
ing to digest some of their previous deli- 
cacies. But if you don’t have the money, 


just listen to Soundgarden—it’s the same 
trip. 


Solitude Aeturnus, Into the Depths 
of Sorrow 

Unlike a chintzy black velvet Elvis throw 
pillow, Solitude Aeturnus’ debut, Into 
the Depths of Sorrow, is not a cheap 
imitation. It is, however, reflective of the 
doom metal scene from which it was 
spawned. Elements of Black Sabbath 
and Candlemass can be detected in 
almost every song, but there's an inexpli- 
cable quality in their material that 
demands attention and saves them from 
falling into the “same song, different 
band" category. Maybe it’s the sweep- 
ing intensity of Opaque Divinity or the 
infectious melody of Destiny Falls to 
Ruin. Originality exists only in the fact 
that this is their interpretation of doom 
metal, and it's a commendable one. 
With some innovation and growth, 
Solitude Aeturnus could breath new life 
into the stale atmosphere of the metal 
scene.

Barkmarket, Vegas Throat 

First Dr. Barkmarket drills into the cen- 
ter of one of your molars without nova- 
caine and then applies the Vegas 
Throat mouthwash to properly agitate 
the newly exposed nerve. The typical 


dentist office easy-listening music is 
replaced by the clamor of directionless 
drums and acid-gone-mad guitars under- 
lined by a groovy, led-belly bass. Instead 
of asking you about the family, school, 
work, recent vacation, etc., Dr. 
Barkmarket will scream in your ear, “Put 
that pitbull down and stay awhile.” 
After the laughing gas wears off, you 
wake up to find that what you've been 
experiencing is a demented dental dream 
while listening to Barkmarket's latest, 
Vegas Throat. The New York based 
trio, spearheaded by the vocals, guitars 
and assorted noises of producer/song- 
writer Dave Tardy, delivers a tour de 
force example of what happens to peo- 
ple when the ingest too much wallpaper 


glue, Hydrox is the stunning climax of 
the album with tremendous, haphazard 
sonic tendencies. While not as powerful- 
ly insidious as Unsane or Rat At Rat R, 
Barkmarket’s still a very worthy pur- 
chase. 


Asphyx, The Rack 

Filth can cause acid indigestion if you 
do not carefully monitor your intake. So 
go easy there, tiger; you can’t exactly 
devour every death metal album. You 
may implode leaving an awfully gooey 
mess for the rest of us to clean up. 
Asphyx could leave unsightly, implosive 
piles of slop across the globe with The 
Rack, Their mix of hyperspeed grind- 
core, straight ahead thrash and death 
metal with smatterings of grunge and 
doom metal is somewhat tantalizing. 
However their method of operation is 
often more plodding than exciting, espe- 
cially on Diabolical Existence and the 
token instrumental Ode to a Nameless 
Grave. Martin Van Drunen’s vocals 
make one want to scream out, “Would 
someone show this boy how to gargle?” 
His voice is akin to the sensation of a 
porcupine’s quills scraping against your 
flesh which could be glorious for some 
but terribly annoying for others. The 
Rack is a commendable effort for this 
Danish three piece, but it's not worth 
implosion.

THE STORY BEHIND THE SONGS slayer’s Black Magic and Raining Blood 


Black Magic and Raining Blood, from Slayer's current live album, DECADE OF AGRESSION, are the mark of the collective, twisted 
minds of group's guitarists, Kerry King and Jeff Hanneman. Notes King, “You gotta put into perspective how fantasy-oriented my 
lyrics are, You can do anything when you're dealing with fantasy lyrics; there are no boundaries or rules ‘cause it's your fantasy.” 
Raining Blood was written as the band recorded their Reign In Blood LP. Inspired by a dream, Hanneman started the song but 
due to recording committments, handed it over to King, who finished the lyrics in his bandmate's style. For instance, except for 
“tears” and “hear,” Raining Blood has no rhymes. “When | write a song by myself, it almost always rhymes,” says King. “I'd 
like to get away from that because it gets old and goofy like a limerick if everything you write rhymes. Jeff can write a song with- 
out rhyming and not even think twice about it. Because he started that one, | took off on his idea,” 

King says that Black Magic is about a person starting to fiddle with the occult, but ends up getting overwhelmed and consumed 
by it. The dabbler is really over his head in Black Magic by the lines “Laughing in sorrow! Crying in lust!". Notes King, “I wrote 
those two lines backwards. Originally | wrote them down the way they should be (Laughing in lust, crying in sorrow) and then 
switched them as a demented-type thing. It was ‘this is how things would be if you're into Black Magic, possessed by Satan.’ 
Your values would be opposite.”

reviews of the month's top album 
releases. We'll tell you if it's a hit or a 
miss so that you can better direct your 
hard-earned dollars to the albums that 
will give you the most bang for the buck. 
Of course, we'll tend to feature the 
albums we like most (as was the case this 
month), but you can bet that if there’s a 
real stinker out there, you'll read about it 
first in Hit Or Miss. 


KISS, REVENGE 

Over the last few years, some fans have 
begun to wonder if Kiss had lost some of 
their legendary rock and roll spirit. Let's 
face it, the moves and the attitudes were 
still there, but the music contained on 
their last few albums has been little more 
than regurgitated themes conveniently 
borrowed from whomever was popular 
at the moment. Forget about all that! 
With Revenge, Kiss return to the classic, 
hard-hitting style that first won them 
acclaim almost two decades ago. From 
the pulsating riffs of Domino to the driv- 
ing rhythms of their version of God Gave 
Rock And Roll To You, Revenge finds 
Paul Stanley, Gene Simmons, Bruce 
Kulick and new drummer Eric Singer at 
the very top of their game. This is prime 
Kiss— an album to be enjoyed by both 
the band’s long-time supporters and 
those who may be first discovering the 
work of one of metal’s most influential 
units. 


SLAUGHTER, WILD LIFE 

Slaughter rocked the world— both fig- 
uratively and literally— with their debut 
album, Stick It To Ya. That record sold 
over two million copies and established 
this Las Vegas-based quintet as one of 
metal’s most potent young forces. As has 
been proven by countless bands in recent 
months, however, second albums are 
often a fickle creature. Groups like the 
Bullet Boys, Vixen, Badlands, Bang Tango 
and Dangerous Toys— to name a few— 
failed to have their sophomore effort 
reach the heights attained by their illus- 
trious debuts. With Slaughter though, 


their second album Wild Life, seem a 
safe bet to once again attain platinum 
certification. While being far more 
adventurous than their debut (especially 
the six-minute-plus opus Times They 
Change), Wild Life features just enough 
hummable melodies and instantly catchy 
riffs to assure the album of mass com- 
mercial success. 


TORA TORA, WILD AMERICA 


Tora Tora is a band that has grown to 
rock and roll maturity, away from the 
glowing spotlight of big-city pressure. 
Hailing from Memphis, this hard rockin’ 
quartet have been able to develop their 
own special blend of sounds and styles 


while not competing for attention in a 
highly competitive market. In terms of 
their second album, Wild America, this 
fact has yielded both good and bad 
results. While the album is full of fresh, 
clever song concepts (check out City of 
Kings) it seems to suffer from a major 
identity crisis. With horn sections and 
keyboards filling out the band’s sound, 
some of the hard-hitting energy present 
on the band’s popular debut offering, 
Surpise Attack, has been dissipated. 
This is certainly not a bad album by any 
stretch of the imagination; it's merely not 
the album that one might have expected 
from Tora Tora this time around. 


LOVE/HATE, WASTED IN AMERICA 

Love/Hate have been widely hailed as 
strong candidates to emerge as rock’s 
“next big thing.” Their special mix of 
influences ranging from Aerosmith and 
Motley Crue to a variety of punk bands, 
their strong songwriting skills and their 
dynamic live shows have all been cited as 
reasons for such praise. On their second 
album, Wasted In America, Love/Hate 
go a long way towards living up to their 
hype. While there may be no song as 
strong as the title cut from their debut 
disc, Blackout In The Red Room, such 
new tunes Spit and Cream display a 
cock-sure attitude that draws the listener 
into the band’s somewhat bizarre musi- 
cal world.

ackson, one of the first and finest 

of the “second generation” gui- 

tar-makers we've written about 
here so often—that is, companies 
that have come along since Gibson 
and Fender set the standards for 
electric guitar, and set new stan- 
dards of their own—has just 
put a very special new gui- 
tar on the market. 

Actually, it's an old guitar, 
which was never on the 
market before. It’s the 
Rhoads Model—as in Randy 
Rhoads, the great metal gui- 
tar hero who died before his 
time ten years ago—but not 
before his work with Ozzy 
Osbourne made him one of 
hard rock's most unique 
and influential players. To 
accomodate his blazing 
speed, incendiary sound and 
remarkable technique, 
Randy played a unique gui- 
tar constructed specially for 
him by the Jackson compa- 
ny. That guitar, built to his 
own specifications, served 
as the prototype for the 
new Rhoads Model from 
Jackson. 

In Randy's memory, 
Jackson's new Limited 
Edition Randy Rhoads Guitar 
accurately reproduces nearly 
all the unusual features of 
the instrument Randy 
played himself. Perhaps 
most unique of all, the 3- 
way toggle pickup selector 
is installed on the top edge 
of the modified V-shape all- 
maple body for easy and 
uncluttered access. The 
ebony fingerboard has 
medium size -Dunlop 6230 
frets for more accurate into- 
nation than with the jumbo frets 
found on most guitars; these frets 
are then installed so that their edges 
are embedded into the fingerboard 
binding material, so that there's a 
completely smooth transition (actual- 
ly lack of transition is more like it) 
between fret and fingerboard. The 
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original neck-through- body design 
(the first such model Jackson ever 
made) has been retained. The pick- 
ups are Seymour Duncans, Randy's 
favorites: an SH6 at the bridge and a 
Jazz at the neck. Cosmetically, the 
guitar's already-sleek body is 


enhanced by subtle pinstriping, gold 
hardware, and block inlays on the 
neck, The solid brass truss rod cover 
has Randy Rhoads’ initials engraved 
into it in the style of the Rolls Royce 
logo, not only because the initials 
happen to be the same, but because 
Rhoads felt this was the “Rolls

Royce” of guitars. 

Indeed it is—fabulous and expen- 
sive and not for everyone. In fact, 
only 200 of these babies are being 
made—with either a vintage-style 
tremolo like Randy played, or a 
Jackson Floyd Rose- licensed locking 


tremolo like the one Randy took out 
on the road for his final tour. For 
more info write Jackson care of 
International Music Company, P.O.

uch is the grammatical meaning of the word ‘alternative,’ as defined by The New Webster's 

Dictionary, 1992 edition. ‘A simple definition if there ever was one for a word that, since first 

being granted inclusion in the English language, has been, essentially, harmless. But when 
the music world stepped in, adopted the term, and placed it in the context of musical categories, 
that’s when all the trouble began. The college radio pop-music scene had used the word 
‘alternative’ for years, basically problem free. Then we, the hard rock community, took the poor 
thing one step further, compounding it with the often frowned-upon “metal’" tag. As individual 
labels, both ‘alternative’ and ‘metal’ have always been broadly ambiguous yet readily accepted — 
and now, together, no one has a clue as to what the hell these terms mean anymore 

In hopes of simplifying some of the confusion that surrounds this newly-created and poorly- 
defined sub-genre, Hit Parader is providing you with its Guide to Alternative Metal, featuring 
those bands often included in the category, and their views on such an honor (or dishonor). The 
Hit Parader staff has decided to take the phrase “‘alternative metal" and analyze it in the literal 
sense, much like Mr. Webster and his dictionary. To'us, it simply refers to those bands teetering on 
the brink between heavy metal and other styles of music, keeping them exempt from the strict 
confines of the ‘metal’ category. In short, these are bands often referred to as ‘metal’ and 
embraced by the hard rock/metal community, but who aren't just straightforward heavy metal 
groups. Placed in that context, these bands provide an alternative to those who want to listen to 
something hard that has various elements of metal, but don’t want to slip in an Iron Maiden, Judas 
Priest or Metallica CD, To our ears, bands of this ilk include Soundgarden, Nirvana, Pearl Jam, Faith 
No More, Voivod, Corrosion of Conformity, Alice In Chains, Prong, Nymphs, Godflesh and others. 
So read on, and hopefully we'll be able to shed some light on just what the hell ‘alternative metal’ 
is—and isn’tl! 

The “alternative metal’ success story for ‘9//'92 was/is, of course, Nirvana—the unfashionably 
fashionable three piece group from the Seattle area who proved that all it takes to break big is one 
headbanging tune with a hook big enough to reel in Moby Dick, much like the ridiculously popular, 
lyrically indecipherable Smells Like Teen Spirit. 

“| know there is a temptation for people to think the band will change when they go on from a 
small indie label to a major,” says Nirvana singer/guitarist Kurt Cobain. “They expect you to 
become more commercial. But | don’t think that has been true for us. A few fans have noticed 
that our sound has changed a little—but that’s about it.” 

When Nirvana created a splash with tidal wave proportions in ‘9/'92, they did so in the wake left 
by Faith No More, the ‘alternative’ metal sensation of ‘89/'90 who proved they could do whatever 
they damn well pleased and still earn global recognition, 

“It's great when we go on tour in places like New Zealand—out of the way places—and walk 
into the record store and see our tapes,” admits bassist Billy Gould. “To me, that really means 
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something; it means that the music is really getting out there.” 

Nirvana's Teen Spirit anthem was nothing short of an overnight sensation, quickly catapulting 
their Nevermind album oh-so-close to the top of the prestigious Billboard chart, Faith No More's 
album, The Real Thing, took a little longer to kick in, with the hard rock industry screaming the 
band’s brilliance long before the record-buying public acknowledged it—much like Alice In Chains. 
After grinding it out for [3 months following their disc, Facelift’s release, the Chains finally struck 
gold—a well-earned bit of recognition, but the band refuses to overinflate 

“Success is one of those things that is very hard to define,” explains guitarist Jerry Cantrell. “Just 
getting together and playing live for the first time was success to me. Then actually getting the 
songs recorded was another kind of success. I'm not putting down having the Facelift record go 
gold, ‘cause that’s great. But it’s not the only kind of success | can relate to.”

“Bands in this category are those that are lumped into the metal genre, but have a lot 
of other influences cruising around, which makes them something other than a heavy 
metal band. The ‘alternative’ category, to me, implies a college band trip—and | don’t 
think Soundgarden is that, but I do think we're another option for people who want to 
rock out, but don’t want to listen to Stryper and Poison.” — Matt Cameron, drummer 
Soundgarden. 

At the heart of the Seattle grunge scene lies Soundgarden, masters of the piledriving guitar 
crunch that, with help from Nirvana, Pearl Jam and Alice In Chains, has given Seattle a crusty 
musical identity all its own. That infamous dirty grind has also established Soundgarden as a heavy 
metal band—a tag which may or may not be accurate. 

“We've been labeled as a 'metal band’ since we released Louder Than Love, and | think that 
has to do with the production and style of that record,” says Matt. “When you hear us live, there 
are definitely other elements to Soundgarden that you don't find in other bands who are called 
‘metal’. People often construe Soundgarden as heavy metal because of Chris’ (Cornell) vocals; 
some of his higher register stuff is often tagged as a metal characteristic along with the guitar—the 
power chord crunch thing, But the way we incorporate those elements into our songs is not 
always the function of a metal band. We incorporate a lot of different things that aren't really 
indicative of a strictly metal band, like weird arrangements and rhythms.” 

After jamming around the local Seattle scene with Nirvana for years, Soundgarden—who were 
‘on tour with Guns N’ Roses at the time—watched Nirvana and their Nevermind album shoot into 


the hearts of nearly a million and a half people by Christmas ‘9!. Despite creating some truly ., 


magnificent records, Soundgarden has yet to be awarded even a gold album, but that doesn’t stop 
Matt from acknowledging the positive effects of Nirvana's instantaneous rise to stardom. 


“The success of Nirvana is good for the whole scene,” says Matt, “because it’s opening up more ¢ 


doors and more possibilities for an audience to grow for bands like us, Prong, Voivod and Bullet 
LaVolta, etc.”

“Everyone has so many different ways of viewing the ‘alternative’ scene, Does it mean 
that people are alternative because they aren't wearing shiny leather? Or maybe they're 
‘alternative’ because they're wearing flannel shirts and gym shoes, The reason | take the 
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to change our musical ideals to achieve that.” 

With their latest, and undeniably most intense bit of aural gore, Necroticism- 
Descanting The Insalubrious, Carcass feel they've carved a deep enough niche in the 
flesh of the music scene to avoid stereotypical tags. 

“We've had so many terms thrown at us over the years, with death metal and 
grindcore being the most prominent. But we think those terms are very limiting. We 
play aggressive metal or even aggressive rock, and that’s about as specific as we want to 
get. We think we could appeal to a broader spectrum of people than just a thrash or 
death metal crowd.”

With the release of Pure, Godflesh regain their status as the masters of riff-driven, 
industrialized metal, able to generate powerful sensations of paranoia, alienation and all- 
‘out screaming terror with their gloriously painful brand of metallic noise. 

“With Godflesh, it’s all about individual interpretation—whatever people on a mass 
level view us as, and no one is right or wrong,” says Justin. “There's definitely metal in 
our sound—in the guitars. But the bass and drum machine have very little to do with 
any form of standard metal. But we know that there are certain areas where we fit in 
better than others and | guess ‘alternative metal’ is the closest category people can put 
us into." 
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
